Doubling the 'size of Torrance's fire station No. 3jiC 
will soon get underway with bids for the work to be opened I J. 
at the Cify Council meeting tomorrow night, according to 
Mayor Albert Isen and City Manager George Stevens.

Designs for the expansion of the $17,000 unit were
drawn by Pasadena Architect 
Marion J. Varner who planned 
the civic center buildings as well 
as the city's Headquarters and 
No. 4 fire stations.

With the completion of Sta­ 
tion 3, Torrance will have ex­ 
pended $267,000 on a total of 
22,740 square feet of fire station 
floor space. The complete plant 
will he manned by 60 firemen 
who will be commanded by sev­ 
en captains and five battalion 
chiefs, according to J. J. Benner, 
fire chief In charge of the entire 
organization.

Efficient Station
Chief Benner and the archi­ 

tect collaborated closely in de­ 
veloping the designs of all three 
stations and the new headquar­ 
ters station, to be dedicated 
soon, has been rated by state 
fire chiefs as one of the most 
efficient stations In California,

Burning Ban 
For Rubbish 
Now Effective

Open burning of rubbish is 
illegal now, Air Pollution Con­ 
trol Officer Smith Griswold, 
Saturday reminded household­ 
ers and business firms of In­ 
corporated cities In the Los An­ 
geles Basin.

The ban. already effective In 
unincorporated areas of the Ba 
sin, applies to tree trimmings, 
trash and other rubbish com­ 
monly burned in open piles. It 
became effective Saturday.

Only exceptions to the regu
latio are flreu used In train­
ing firefighters, those ne 
for agricultural or animal-rais­ 
ing operations or official weed 
burnings.

Even exceptions to the ban 
will be required to observe "no 
burning" bans on days when 
smog threatens the basin, how­ 
ever, Griswold emphasized.
